At once the order was given to re- 
move the furniture of the royal villa 
to Athena. The king himself, ac- 
companied by the ehiet of his per- 
sonal bodyguard. Capt. Bile Chrysoa- 
liathis, by Lieut. Col. Dellaporta and 
l.iiut. Kouloumopoulos, took auto- 
inobilrs anil went Inward llir advane- 
ing flauieH. Four ri'Kinuiii'- <'< in- 
fantry were ordered from .Minn 
•nd one from Chalcis to try lu utop 
the Are. but the parched pines were 
like tinder and nothing could be 
done. The acrid smoke obscured ev- 
erythiiiK. sweiplnj; In clinidB even 
to Aihcns An i-nliri' lompany Of 
iiila:ili> «,is siiriciiliidi'd by the flro. 
few escaped uuscorchuil atul bouie 20 
homed beyond reeognition. 

The flamee approached so rapidly 
the place where King Conataatlne 
and hia three companies were sta- 
tioned that the sovereign found his 
ri 111 il l l ilt off, and was foroi'il to 
leap down sowe 18 fni-t into a KuHy. 
apralning his ankle ho badly thai it 
van with the greateat diOiculty that 
he waa ahla to pr o aea* farther. Cor- 
poral Aleiladta aaiM apoa the mon- 
arch in tbia' state aad half carrying 
him nianaKi'd to get the king to a 
place of Hafety. King ConaUntlne 
hafl made the corporal a knight of th« 
Order of the Savior for his hero- 
tMB. 

Meanwhile Col. UallaporU, Capt. 
Chryaoapathla and Ueat Koaloamo- 
poulos, blinded by tha HMka. were 
unable to nnd their way out of the 

toresl All iliii i' were bumed alive. 

At hvu o oliii k ill iliu afternoon It 
was deemed neeusHary for tl.i- iiueeii

will) bas bad oppiiri unity to talk to 
(leriNaii'; (aplnriil in iiiie of Hie bat- 
tles on the Somme, "have 1 found 
among prlaoaera aay aisa of falling 
morale. 

"There were prfaHMiera there of 

ages varyinp from eighteen to forty- 
eight, falliers who had been defedled 
side by side with llieir sons. In many 
of them I found weariness of the 
long, useless efforts, weariness of the 
Incessant traveling from one front 
to another, and moral wearlneaa be- 
cause of loaa of confldenee In their 
officers and leadera. 
"For Hie nrst timo did I hear 

wu'd! like llii'se: 

" We wire al llardocoiirt. In tho 
Sabot wood, when we were subject- 
ed to a dreadfal bombardment. The 
sheila' literally fell oa the ground in 
heaps. We ware there without any 
cover whatever. The few dugouts 
were occupied by our ofllcers, who 
remained underground. We did not 
know where to go, so we ran In dis- 
order along the long communication 
trench,attempting to escape from the 
avaianebci Not one word of command 
was given en——' * 
lAvtn Over Terrihle Hrene. 

"Il was a little, old man who 
spoke these words, bowing- his head 
with sorrow. It was evident that he 
was living over again the whole ter- 
rible atiMie. 

"A boy waa taken before the Al- 
satian officers who acted aa Inter- 
proters to be examined. His lean 
cheeks which had never felt the touch 
of a raziir were loveriil wiili a red- 
dish, down-like growth of hair. 

" "The French were about eight 
hundred yarda away,' he aaid. 'They 
advanced in front and on oar haoka 
at the same time. They came down 
upon us. The part of our regiment 
which was still intact was in the 
trench. We had been i-eiii I here af- 
ter our ariilli ry IkhI ^i:irle,l lo !ire 

at another part of the field. When 
we looked aeroaa tiM parapet we 
could ]uat aee the Preach aoldiers 
very far off. Still, our Lieutenant 

and Hie commander of our company 
agreed that It was of no use to 
light, so we put down our arms. It 
was fully half an hour later that 
the Prench soldiers arrived aad we 
were made priaonera.' 

"The toneln which thia boy apoke 
showed plainly enough that antil 
then he had had another eoaeeptlon 
of the duties of an ofllcer. It was 
the first time he took their true 
measure but he was not alone In do- 
lag ao. The little old soldier 1 Just 
meatlaaed held the same opinion of 
the conduct of bis oflieeta and so 
we have found ao maay of the pris- 
oners we have taken in Picardy. 
SoniethInK Radically Wnmg. 

"Tills juilkJineiil. which is not for- 
uiulgaled ill words, is all the more 
damning. When men who possess 
so little tiitelligenoe and personality 
as theae priaonera, and who have 
been under each Iron diacipllne. be- 
gin to sit In Judgment on officers who 
stand so far above thera on the hu- 
mun and social ladder, it means that 
sometbiiig iiiu.si liave cone radically 
wrong lu the very solidly construct- 
ed engine which la ealM tha Oer- 
man wemr." 

"A Qermaa noncommiaBloaed offi- 
cer told hia story of how he arriv- 
ed In the trenches In front of Hem: 

"Il limk us livi- hours to reach Ihe 
trenches allho soldiers In ill condl- 
tiou would have been able lo cover 
the diatance eaaily in one hour. It 
waa night aad oar o^aara loat their 
way. We had haaa aaat forward to 

relieve the ^BagllaaBt, hat that 

regiiiieiii had not iaan<tt to wait for 
us ami liail left. When We arrived 
in ilie coiiimunicatioif trench there 
was u perfect chaos of disorder, as 
1 be French guns hailed shells on us. 
Nobody had aajr Idea of where our 
flghtlag poaltlaaa wara. AU hlnda 
of contradictory and eoafaaing or- 
ders were given. We remained there 
for more lliun an hour, huddled to- 
gether in a corner and unable to flud 
anything useful to dO, OP OWa to 
snatch a little real."
